May I ask the courtesy of your attention and 
comment on the enclosed letter which has been sent to nearly 
all large business corporations in the United States and 
Canada? The replies from these Be ae Wee have, almost 
without exception, been extremely gratifying and encouraging. 


You, no doubt, are aware that a few of our large 
corporations retain a staff of employment supervisors whose 
duties are to select certain men upon graduation for specific 
positions. A few of our colleges have established bureaus 
for placing graduates. The fact remains, however, that altho 
some men are properly and permanently place da, there is little 
systematic co-operation, and the resultant confusion of 
duplicated effort is an economic waste. The establishment
